The wooden bridge ueross Lhe 
Greenbrhr was bullt au apart of 
the road development in (his sec- 
üon, which was Uien Virginia. 
The three muin roadö were the 
Staunten-i'arkersbiirg Turnpike, 
which crossed the nortbem pari 
of the county and wasbuilt about 
1S40; the Warm Sprinps-Marhns 
Bottom Turnpike: and the Lewis- 
burg-Huttonsville Turn pike, The 
Warm Springs-H untere vüle road 
was bullt about 1838, then the 
road was axtended and when the 
road frorn Lowisburg north was 
ütarted about 1853 & bridge was 
necessary to cormeot Lhetwoai 
Marlins Monom. 

The bcHtom ]and here was calfed 
.Marlins Hottom until 1S87. The 
postmistreBS at that time, Mrs., 
Jarne Baldwin Skyles, a member 
o( the prominent Maryland ratl- 
road family oi Bald wj ns, was in¬ 
strumental in huving the n ame 
changed to Marlmton, Her hus- 
band was Thomas B, Skyles, a 
Jand ranger for the B & G in 
what is now Lhe Hichwood area, 
Skyfes in Webster County is 
named for him + Her moiher and 
her 12 year old hrother, Win- 1 
ehester Baldwin» vtsited her here 
about 1888. Norman Price, son 
of the local minister, wag flelected 
as guide and guardian for the 
hny, who wftR fat* wore ahoes 
Summer und winter, and w&nted 
to enLer Annapofi«.
